Is Lamb 


Any American visitor from 
England to the inter-American 
peace conference at Buenos Aires 
would feel right at home. The Ar- 
gentines have a dish that resem 
bles the New England boiled din 
ner. Called “puchero” it combines 
shoulder of mutton, lamb or veal, | 
cut in large pieces, cooked up in a 
stew with whole sweet potatoes, 
summer squash, whole ears of corn 


and a few pieces of rich sausage for 
Piquancy. 
To make it, the American cook 


would use enough of each to pro- 
duce a stew large enough for her | 
family and carry on her boiled din- 
ner recipe. The sausage is differ- 
ent, of course, and the sweet pota- 
toes may seem odd. But wait un- 
til you taste it. Serve in the larg- 
est family’ tureen and pass slices 
of long hard bread, cut on the bias. | 
With this puchero, the Argentines | 


serve a hot vinegrette sauce with | 
chopped hard cooked eggs added. | 
They call it salsa verde — green | 
sauce. } 
SWEETEST OF SWEETS | 

The popular wine of the country, | 
called Trapiche, always appears at |

And for dessert, there will be 
Dulce de Leche. It is simply fresh 
milk in this proportion—11 ounces 
sugar to one quart milk and va- 
nilla bean to taste.

Dessert will consist of fruit and 
French pastry. Coffee is never 
served with the meal, but after- 
ward, They use a_ strong black 
demi-tasse to complete this “light” | 


noon-day repast. | 


At five or six o'clock most Ar- 
gontines will appear at a bar or | 
“confiteria” where afternoon tea is | 
the accepted custom. Tea is practi- 
cally a meal in itself, consisting of | 
large pots of tea, a plate of assort- | 
ed sandwiches, a plate of appetizers, | 
and a large cue of French pasiry. | 
That holds them until around nine 
when they sit down to the first 
meal of the day. It will consist of 
all the dishes mentioned in larger 
amounts. | 

Such food, such a hefty attitude | 
toward the joys of the table, will 
assist Americans in their under- 
standing and appreciation of our 
good neighbors who dwell svuth of 
the equator. May their shadows 
never grow less!

Due to opposition by city coun- 
cil's special power committee, 
the Calgary Power Co, Wednes- 
day withdrew its $50,000 offer to 
supply Edmonton with standby 
power service until such time as 
in the considered opinion of ex- 
perts the local plant is equipped 
to carry the city’s full power load, 
The withdrawal, announced by 
H. H. Parlee, K.C., counsel for 
the company, was made follow- 
ing evidence given the committee 
that in the event of a power 
shortage here the street railway 
and lighting systems would be 
the first to suffer. 

The committee reaffirmed a pre- 
vious motion rejecting the annual 
$50,000 demand charge proposed by 
the company, which a majority of 
the committee held to be too high, 
but recommending as an alterna- 
tive a straight standby interchange 
agreement between the Calgary 
Power and the city. Under such a 
plan, the city would pay for the 
installation here of the necessary 
company equipment to provide for 
the interchange, while both parties 
would sell each other power when

power plant is causing Edmonton 
industrial leaders considerable

Industrial plants which are de 


pendent on the city for power ser 
vice would suffer large losses in the 
event of even a short interruption 
in service, the loss increasing in 
proportion to the increases in the 
delay. 
VITAL ISSUE 

This question becomes a vital

On Wednesday the Calgary 
Power Co, due to opposition by 
the civic power committee, with 
drew its standby power service 
offer which would provide Ed 
monton with an adequite supply 
of “juice” in the event of a break- 
down similar to that which oc 
curred at the plant on two oe 
casions last May.
